Immediate Needs Considered 
Obwervers who may have been hoping for a 
preview of postwar measures were doomed 
to disappointment. Apparently no plans 
are yet ready for meeting the problems 
sure to arise then. However, some indi# 
cations of long-range policy were found | 
in statements of the need for proper 
soil conservation procedures, and in the | 
examples cited by one speaker of good 
forest management. 

Californians inclined to view with | 
provincial complacency the erosional deve teat 
astation of farm lands in other states 
must be made to realize that it can hap- 
pen heres “What's more, it does, Al- 
ready 55 million acres of California lan 
are in serious denger of becoming value- 
lessewif not already soeeand 42 million 
more acres need carefully planned soil 
conservation if they are to continue 
productive. The heartening side of this 
picture is the fact that farmer-owned 
and farmer-administered soil conservatio 
districts--thirty now set up, others in 
the process of formation--within the

Threat to Wilderness Explained 


| Why do people want to take a plane into 


wilderness areas}? Generally it is be-~ 
cause it is a wilderness.
